Uses made non - conforming 
when Salem adopted its Zoning 
Code in 1958 have proved to be 
one of the biggest problems 
facing the Zoning Board and 
the zoning officer.

section of the Zoning 
Ordinance which relates to ex­ 
tension of non-conformig uses 
elates: 
“ (a) “ A nonconforming use 
shall not be extended, but the 
extension of a lawful use to any 
portion of a non - conforming 
building or structure which cr­ 
ated prior to Nov. 21. 1958 shall 
not be deemed the extension of 
a non-conforming use. 
“ (b) Tile Zoning Board shall 
have power to grant exceptions 
to subsection (a) herein and to 
allow limited extension of any 
lawtul nonconforming use which 
existed prior to Nov. 21. 1958, 
provided such extension 
is 
found by the Zoning Board to 
be in the general public inter­ 
est ot the City, and 
provided 
such extension shall not be in­ 
jurious to the neighborhood. In 
granting any special permit un­ 
der this subsection, the Zoning 
Board shall prescribe any con-! 
ditions it deems necessary 
to 
or desirable for the public in­ 
terest.”

T heoretically, the D epartm ent 
of Labor was established to give 
voice in the cabinet to the view­ 
point of labor, while the D epart­ 
m ent of Com­ 
m erce 
w a s 
c r e a t e d to 
safeguard 
the 
interests 
of 
business m an­ 
agem ent. 
The 
latest 
e x e c u t ive 
o rd er of P re s­ 
ident Johnson, 
David Lawrence 
h O W e V € r, 
m akes the secretary 
of labor 
virtually a dictator, with d isc re­ 
tionary power over conditions of 
em ploym ent 
in 
A m erica. Al­ 
though the secretary now is be­ 
ing authorized to adm inister se­ 
vere punishm ent to com panies, 
such as the cancellation of gov­ 
ernm ent contracts, no com par­ 
able 
penalties 
a re 
m entioned 
with 
respect to labor unions 
which refuse to accept the dic­ 
tation of the governm ent. 
The new powers entrusted to 
the 
secretary 
of labor 
are 
spelled out in the executive or­ 
der, which gives him the right 
to adopt such rules and regu­ 
lations "as he deem s necessary 
and a p p ro p ra te ” to m ake sure 
that in all governm ent contracts 
- involving perhaps as much as 
$75 billion a year — he alone is 
to decide w hether the practices 
in em ploym ent are satisfactory. 
The executive order says that

agree to 
“ take affirm ativ e action to in­ 
sure 
that 
applicants are em ­ 
ployed, and that em ployes are 
treated

or term ination;

com pensation; and selection for 
training,

apprentice­ 
ships.” 


THE SECRETARY 
of 
labor 
v a s further authorized to ad­ 
vise the contractor that he can­ 
not 
obtain governm ent orders 
or contracts unless he 
perm its 
access to his books, 
record, 
and 
accounts” 
to 
determ ine 
w hether he is com plying 
witn 
the rults and regulations. 
In dealing with labor unions, 
it s the contractor or subcon­ 
tracto r upon whom the p rim ary 
responsibility 
is 
placed. 
He 
m ust find som e way to compel 
the union 
to do his bidding, 
which is, of course, wholly im ­ 
practical, in view of the pow er 
of labor unions to strike. T here 
is no m ention m ade as to how 
the labor unions are to be dis­ 
ciplined if they fail to coope.* 
ate

the desired 
agreem ent. 
It’s the em ployer who is re ­ 
quired to contact the union and 
obtain agreem ent that its prac­ 
tices and policies will not dis- 


crim inate 
on 
the 
grounds of

In the event that the 
union refuses to execute such a 
statem en t or pledge, there is no 
provision as to what the secre­ 
tary of labor can do to m ake it 
conform . 
The 
secretary 
of labor is 
m erely directed to "use his best 
effo rts” 
to

union engaged 
in work 
under 
governm ent 
conti acts 
“ to co­ 
o p erate, he m ay lose the con­

course, an agreem ent is signed 
and the labor union violates it, 
the D epartm ent of Justice cari 
bring action.
